Third  World  Seminar  and  Experience  is  offered  ev- 
ery spring  term  at  Prebyterian  College.  On  alternate  years 
the  class  travels  to  Honduras  or  Cuba  as  part  of  a  4-hour 
credit  course.  Class  meets  twice  a  week  during  the  se- 
mester for  in-depth  reading  and  discussion.  During  the 
college's  spring  break,  students  travel  to  the  country  be- 
ing studied  for  a  nine-day  immersion  experience  that  in- 
cludes lectures  from  university  faculty,  visits  to  urban  and 
rural  neighborhoods,  and  presentations  by  labor  and 
women's  organizations,  catholic  and  protestant  church 
groups,  and  development  organizations.  The  course  is 
team  taught  by  Dr.  Charles  McKelvey,  Chaplain  Greg 
Henley,  and  occasionally  other  members  of  the  faculty. 

This  year  the  class  studied  and  visited  Honduras.  This 
was  an  extremely  eye-opening  experience  for  the  stu- 
dents who  went.  This  is  a  class  that  does  more  than 
give  you  knowledge  about  the  subject  matter,  it  takes 
you  to  the  heart  of  what  you  are  studying.  Many  stu- 
dents come  back  with  a  changed  perspective  on  the  world 
around  them.
